Crackdown 



THE parents of a pub chef 
who drowned while on 
holiday in Spain believe he 
was trying to save the life of 
a young woman who also 
died. 

The bodies of Mark Porter, 
29, from Haverhill, and 
Michelle Clydesdale, 24, who 
lived in Scotland, were washed 
up at Salou where they had 
gone for a midnight swim with 
friends. 

A verdict of accidental death was 
recorded by Suffolk coroner Dr Peter 
Dean at the inquest on Mr Porter, who 
worked at the Bell pub in High Street, 
Haverhill and lived in Haverhill Road, 
Little Wratting. 

After the hearing, in Bury St 
Edmunds, Mr Porter’s mother, Polly 
said she was relieved that evidence 
showed he was not drunk. 

In a joint statement with her 
husband, Bill, she said: “He gave his 
life trying to help save Michelle. Sadly 
they both died. 

“Four young men went on holiday 
11 months ago and only three came 
home. These three together with my 
husband and I now need to find a way 
to go forward with our lives. 

“We would ask everyone to 
remember Mark for the amazing 
person he was - grandson, god father, 
true friend and most of all a much- 
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loved son who has left a massive hole 
in our hearts and lives.” 

Dr Dean said a toxicology test 
showed that Mr Porter had 59 
milligrams of alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of blood - less than the drink-drive 
limit of 80 milligrams. 

“This was not an intoxicating level 
of alcohol,” said Dr Dean. 

He read statements from friends 
and Spanish police about the incident 
which happened between lam and 
3.30am on October 21 last year. 

Mr Porter and his friends had met 
up with Michelle Clydesdale and her 
friends, who were staying at a different 
hotel in Salou. 

They had a meal earlier in the 
evening and watched a football match 
before deciding to go for a swim. 

One of the men, Ian Farrant, said in 
his statement how he had helped one 
of the other men out of the water after 
he got into difficulty. 

They called out to Mr Porter and 
Miss Clydesdale, who had gone out 
further than the others, but got no 
reply. 

Their bodies were later found 
further along the coast. 

Michelle Clydesdale’s death was 
dealt with through the Scottish legal 
system where inquests are not 
routinely held.

Cyclist off again to highlight wind farm fight 


INTREPID cyclist 75-year-old 
Marina Voikhanskaya is pedalling 
off on another venture, this time a 
300-mile trip around East Anglia, 
which will take in West Wratting. 

Dr Voikhanskaya has become 
well-known in Cambridge for her 
marathon bike rides. 

In 2005, she accepted the 
challenge of a 500-mile trek 
through Essex, Berkshire, 
Oxfordshire, Gloucestershire, 
Staffordshire, Warwickshire, 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire, 
back to Cambridgeshire - to 
highlight the threat to rural areas 


from development and litter. Her 
aim was to raise money for the 
Campaign for the 

Protection of Rural England (CPRE). 

This week she was due to start a 
seven-day marathon ride through 
Cambridgeshire, Norfolk and 
Suffolk. 

Again, the journey will take her 
through areas where she believes 
rural beauty is threatened by 
development, or spoiled by 
roadside litter, and again her goal is 
to raise awareness and funds for 
the CPRE. She will cycle past the 
site of Wadlow Wind Farm at West 


Wratting, where countryside 
campaigners have objected to 13 
wind turbines, each 120 metres 
high being built. 

In rural Suffolk, she will also go 
past potential development sites for 
power pylons, an incineration plant 
and another wind farm, before 
cycling to Norfolk. 

There, she will pass sites 
destined for a new supermarket 
and housing. 

She will return to Cambridge 
along the still unopened guided 
busway, starting in St Ives, where 
she said she is hoping to show the 


importance of “alternative 
commuting options”. 

Dr Voikhanskaya, a Cambridge 
psychiatrist, was born and brought 
up in St Petersburg, where she 
graduated from medical school. 

She took up cycling at the age of 
44, after leaving Russia to come to 
Britain as a political refugee. 

Dr Voikhanskaya added: “I feel 
strongly that the countryside should 
be valued and protected for future 
generations to enjoy. 

“The countryside needs help and 
protection because it is particularly 
vulnerable at present.” 


Anti-social report 
figures fall 11 pc 


A NEW survey of anti-social 
behaviour shows the number of 
incidents has fallen by more than 
10 per cent across Suffolk - and 
police have been praised for how 
they tackle the problem. 

The survey is contained in a report on 
anti-social behaviour published by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC), the independent body resp¬ 
onsible for monitoring police perform¬ 
ance. 

It shows 74 per cent of people in 
Suffolk who have reported anti-social 
behaviour are satisfied with the service 
they received compared with the nat¬ 
ional average of 65 per cent. 

The figures also show 61 per cent of 
people in Suffolk were satisfied with 
information provided to them after they 
called police and 58 per cent felt that 
their call made a difference to the 
problem. 
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The report says: “The survey showed 
significantly fewer of the anti-social 
behaviour victims in Suffolk felt it was a 
big problem in their area than the 
national average. 

“In addition, the proportion of anti¬ 
social behaviour victims who felt it 
affected their daily routine was far lower 
than in most forces. This is a good result 
for the force.” 

The latest figures show anti-social 
behaviour has fallen across Suffolk by 
11.7 per cent. There were 18,851 reported 
incidents between April 1 and Sept¬ 
ember 20, compared to 21,337 for the 
same period last year. 

Suffolk’s Chief Constable Simon Ash 
said: “Suffolk is a safe county, which has 
relatively low levels of crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour compared to most 
other areas of the country. 


“In this context, a fall of more than 10 
per cent is a quite an achievement - and 
I think it demonstrates how our officers 
are working effectively with their 
colleagues from councils and other 
partner agencies to get to the root of the 
problems which most affect our local 
communities. 

“It’s also important to ensure we are 
listening and feeding back to the people 
who are its victims and report it to us. 

“Overall, I think the report reflects how 
well the police and councils have joined 
together in a shared commitment to 
dealing with local issues, to improve 
quality of life for residents.” 

The report also found Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood team officers work well with 
other agencies to tackle anti-social 
behaviour. 

But it said more focus was needed on 
the service provided to repeat or 
vulnerable victims of anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 
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Council divided over 
£1 Ok cycleway costs 
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TOWN councillors were divided 
on a decision to provide £10,000 
towards the cost of a new 
cycleway in Haverhill. 

The town council’s Community First 
Committee considered a request for 
funding towards the £80,000 scheme at 
a meeting on Tuesday. 

Suffolk County Council has been 
working on a cycle network in the 
town and is considering a scheme to 
link Chivers Road to School Lane. 

It sent a letter to the town council 
saying that “the bulk” of the cost 
would come from cycle network funds 
and, possibly, a grant from Sustrans. 

And it asked if the town council 
would be prepared to contribute 
£10,000 towards the cost. 

Cllr Mary Martin told the meeting: 
“The fact that they are prepared to give 
us this significant amount of money, I 
propose we should go ahead with it.” 

But Cllr Maureen Byrne said St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
should pay towards the cost. 

She said: “I think it is totally 
unacceptable in this climate when we 
know there are going to be drastic 
cutbacks. We don’t know what those 
cuts are going to be. 

“The borough should pay the 
£10,000. There is already a walkway 
started off Chivers Road and it goes to 
nothing. They should invest in 
building that up.” 

She said the other councils should 
pay all the costs, even if it meant using 
their reserves. 

Cllr Clive Turner said: “We need to 
move on this as quickly as possible. 

“If we are not committing our small 
amount and we lose out on their large 
amount, we lose out on that invest¬ 
ment.” 

Cllr Paul McManus said he 
supported more cycleways but said 
that the existing cycle network was not 
yet complete. 

He said the town council needed 
more information on the proposals for 
Haverhill’s cycle network before 
committing any funds. 

He said: “We have to be prudent.” 

Cllr Mary Martin proposed that the 
decision on the £10,000 be deferred 
until more information was received 
from the county council and that was 
accepted.

WOMEN from Haverhill - led by a 
93-year-old great-grandmother - 
helped St Nicholas Hospice Care 
raise more than ever from a night¬ 
time sponsored walk.

Sophie, who took part in the fund¬ 
raiser in tribute to the staff and 
volunteers who cared for her late 
husband Sydney, said: “When 
Gabrielle and I heard about Girls 
Night Out, we knew it was 
something we wanted to be part of. 
The hospice staff were so caring 
and lovely towards my husband and 
this is a way of saying thank you to 
them. 

“And to make it even more 
special, my grand-daughter was 



with me - Sydney thought the world 
of her.” 

Mother-of-three Sophie, the 
oldest participant in the fundraiser, 
was pushed in her wheelchair by 
Gabrielle, 30, one of her seven 
grandchildren. She also has six 
great-grandchildren. 

She was also joined by an 
impressive contingent from 
Haverhill including staff from the 
Arts Centre, paralympian wheelchair 
basketball player Caroline Maclean 
and town mayor Elaine McManus. 

It is the second year the hospice 
has held the Girls Night Out walk 
with £60,000 raised last year.

A LARGE crowd lined 
the streets of 
Haverhill as the Tour 
of Britain cycle route 
passed through the 
region last Friday. 

The residents of 
Haverhill rallied on the 
streets as more than 100 
cyclists completed the 
seventh stage of the tour. 

The tour, now in its 7th 
consecutive year, boasts 
that it’s “the biggest 
professional cycling event 
in the UK” and has been 
raising money for the 
Prostate Cancer charity. 

Haverhill Town 
Council’s town clerk, 
Gordon Mussett, said: “I 
was surprised at the turn¬ 
out. The streets were 
steadily lined on both 
sides.

Police vow to 
crack down on 
bad behaviour 


NEW policing priorities 
for Haverhill include tack¬ 
ling anti-social behaviour 
in Strasbourg Square on 
Friday and Saturday even¬ 
ings. 

At a recent community prior¬ 
ity setting meeting, Haverhill 
Safer Neighbourhood Team 
(SNT) set another key aim as 
reducing anti-social behaviour 
at Aeroplane Park on Girton 
Road, also on Friday and Sat¬ 
urday evenings. 

The third priority is to tackle 
anti-social behaviour in the area 
of the recreation ground invol¬ 
ving youths littering, drinking 
alcohol and dogs not being kept 
under proper control during the 
daytime. 

Inspector Chris Galley pres¬ 
ented the key priorities at a 
meeting of the town council on 
Tuesday evening. 

He said other issues will also 
be monitored, including parking 
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problems outside schools, 
rubbish in Queen Street and 
speeding and inconsiderate 
driving. 

He said priority setting meet¬ 
ings now take the form of a 
quarterly forum and the first of 
these was attended by about 25 
residents. 

Insp Galley said officers are 
also adopting a “street-a-week” 
approach where they knock on 
doors on a chosen street and 
talk to residents about their 
concerns. 

Cllr Paul McManus said he 
was concerned about the level 
of dog fouling in the town and 
said some younger owners 
viewed certain types of dogs as a 
“status symbol” but did not 
control them properly. 

He said: “There is an increase 
in dog ownership. Fouling is 
everywhere and it is dangerous. 


There must be some means of 
curtailing it.” 

Insp Galley said police were 
looking into the problem of 
fouling in the area of the 
recreation ground. 

He said policing levels will 
increase with the posting of a 
new officer to Haverhill and he 
is awaiting confirmation of an 
additional PCSO. 

Front counter hours in Suff¬ 
olk’s police stations are under 
review but Insp Galley said he 
did not expect it would have an 
impact on Haverhill station. 

He also praised the help his 
team had received from mem¬ 
bers of the Special Constabulary. 

He said that customer service 
surveys showed 92 per cent of 
respondents were happy with 
the treatment they received 
from police. 

The next meeting of the SNT 
is on December 9 but the venue 
is yet to be arranged.

Smoke alarm saves woman’s life 


A WOMAN’S life was saved 
after a smoke detector warned 
her of a fire in her home. 

The smoke detector had been fitted 
just 10 days earlier as part of a Suffolk 
County Council scheme called 
Homeshield Plus. 

The woman was treated in hospital 
for smoke inhalation after the incident 
at her home in Lakenheath, according 
to Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service. 

Paul Field, fire service community 
safety manager, said: “The lady in

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Lakenheath had been referred to us as 
part of the Homeshield Plus initiative. 

“We were able to carry out a free 
home fire safety check and free smoke 
detectors were fitted as part of this 
process. This occurred just 10 days 
before the incident at her home and 
this is what most likely saved her life. 

“This incident could have been 
much worse without the provision of a 


working smoke detector. 

“We cannot emphasise enough the 
importance of fitting and maintaining 
smoke detectors in the home. 

“If a fire occurs at night when 
occupants are sleeping it is likely that 
they will be overcome by toxic smoke. 

“We don’t want to add anyone else to 
our fatal statistics. 

“Additionally the use of domestic 
sprinklers has increased in recent years 
and Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service 
recommend these are installed in 
domestic premises. 


“The provision of a sprinkler system 
can detect and extinguish a fire in the 
very early stages, preventing the fire 
spreading causing injury and property 
damage. 

“This is extremely useful in cases 
where occupiers may suffer mobility 
problems and are unable to escape the 
premises unaided.”

1,000 arrests in 
CIB’s first year 

THE Crime Investigation Bureau 
(CIB) in Suffolk has reached its 
goal of 1,000 arrests in its first 
year in operation. 

The CIB was set up in 2009, 
along with the Investigative 
Response Team (IRT). 

The CIB records and investigates 
between 40 per cent and 50 per 
cent of all force crimes, which 
enables officers to spend more 
time dealing with urgent crimes 
and anti-social behaviour. 

From January to August the CIB 
investigated around 12,800 
crimes and currently holds 
around 400 live investigations. 

If a suspect is identified, an arrest 
pack with all the necessary 
documentation to initiate an 
arrest is passed to the local 
response sergeant for action. 
Since the CIB and IRT were 
launched it has reached its target 
of 1,000 arrest packs. 

The CIB’s Detective Inspector 
Bryan Harwood said: “I am 
delighted we have reached 1,000 
crimes since the launch of the 
CIB where suspects have been 
identified for arrest for 
committing crime within Suffolk. 
“The CIB and IRT continue to 
make a real difference to the way 
Suffolk is policed, releasing more 
and more uniformed officers to 
concentrate on their core role of 
attending urgent calls from the 
public and providing reassurance 
through greater visibility within 
their communities.” 

Detective Superintendent Phil 
Aves said: “It is clear this has 
been a success. As we reach the 
first full year of operations we 
can celebrate our 1,000th arrest 
package.”

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Former hostage looks back 
on months of mental torture 



T rapped in a 
shadowy 
basement, staring 
at the bolted door in 
front of him, Robin 
Plummer was mired in 
despair. Held hostage in 
Libya, the Royston man 
had suffered months of 
mental torture: he’d 
been thrown into 
solitary confinement, 
interrogated at 
gunpoint, forced to 
witness brutal beatings 
... now the 33-year- 
old could feel the last 
rays of hope fading 
away-and his hard- 
kept grip on sanity 
starting to slide. 

“Every time you take an 
emotional hit - every time 
you realise, yet again, that 
you’re not going home - it 
pushes you further and 
further and further down, and 
then, one day, you realise 
you’ve reached rock 
bottom,” explains Robin. 

“I got to the point where I 
was literally seconds away 
from having a total mental 
breakdown: I was actually 
counting the seconds out 
loud, to stop myself from 
cracking. 

“I’ve heard other people 
say they look back on being 
held hostage and it just feels 
like a bad dream. It doesn’t 
feel that way to me. Even

now, 25 years on, it feels 
very, very real.” 

Robin, now in his 50s, is 
about to publish a memoir of 
his time in captivity. Titled A 
Brush With Madness, it’s set 
to hit bookstores this 
autumn. 

“I started writing the book 
in 1990; it’s taken me 20 
years to finish it,” says the 
father-of-four. “I can’t say it’s 
been an easy process. 

“My wife says that, when 
I’ve been writing or talking 
about that time in my life, I’m 
completely unmanageable for 
three days afterwards. I 
didn’t have an emotional 
response to it at the time, but 
now, all these years later, I do 
feel very emotional. There’s 
no doubt it had a huge 
impact on me, and on the 
rest of my life.” 

At the time of his capture, 
in May 1984, Robin was 
working as an overseas 
engineer for BT. “I can 
remember being really 
excited about going to 
Libya,” he reflects. “At the 
time it seemed like a great 
adventure...” 

Robin, his wife and young 
children had been in Tripoli 
for little over a year when 
British relations with Libya 
took a sharp turn for the 
worse: first, four Libyan 
terrorists were arrested; then 
WPC Yvonne Fletcher was 


gunned down in London, 
while policing an anti-Gaddafi 
demo outside the Libyan 
Embassy. 

Soon after, back in the 
Libyan capital, Robin was 
stopped for a minor traffic 
offence; within a matter of 
hours, armed men had 
arrived at his office, dragged 
him away for questioning and 
then locked him in a 
basement. “It took me three 
days to work out what was 
happening, to realise I was 
being held hostage: at first I 
kept telling myself it was all a 
mistake, that someone would 
come and rescue me,” he 
says. “In fact it was a case 
of tit-for-tat: the British had 
arrested Libyan terrorists, so 
the Libyans arrested me. I 
was being used as a pawn in 
a very big game.” 

Robin had been on his 
way to a party when he took 
a wrong turning and was 
stopped by men wielding 
machine guns; before he 
knew what was happening, 
he’d been smacked in the 
face with a gun, hauled from 
the car by his hair and his all- 
important British ID taken. 
Although he was allowed to 
go free that night, come 
Monday morning more 
armed men arrived at his 
office - and so his nine- 
month incarceration began. 

“I can still remember 
going into that basement for 
the first time: there was just 
enough light to read by, a 
rubber mattress, a couple of 


blankets,” recounts Robin. “I 
had never felt so alone and 
hopeless in my whole life. I 
was shaking, I couldn’t 
breathe properly... but, 
somehow, I forced myself to 
get a grip. 

“I was determined to stay 
strong: they could have 
broken every bone in my 
body and I wouldn’t even 
have told them my middle 
name.” 

Robin’s strength of 
character had, he admits, 
already been severely tested 
as a younger man: “badly 
smashed up” in a road 
accident in his 20s, he 
almost lost a leg and spent 
five months in hospital. 
Thanks to a combination of 
treatment and his own gritty 
determination, he learned to 
walk again. 

Kept in solitary 
confinement for 10 long 
weeks, even accompanied to 
the toilet by armed guards, 
Robin initially had no idea 
what was going on in the 
outside world. For Pat, his 
wife, and their three little 
children, it was a terrifying 
time: Pat was back home in 
Britain when Robin was 
captured - the first she heard 
of his arrest was a phone call 
from the British consul. 

From that moment on, Pat 
toiled tirelessly for Robin’s 
release, lobbying politicians 
- including Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher-and 
mounting a media campaign. 

Robin says there were 
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many tough times. In 
particular, he recalls a man 
being viciously beaten on the 
floor of the room above him. 
“It was as if they were letting 
me know what I was in for,” 
he shudders. When the 
beating finally came to an 
end, the victim was brought 
into Robin’s cell; black, blue 
and with broken legs, he was, 
says Robin, a pitiable and 
terrifying sight. 

Gradually, more British 
hostages were taken. Robin 
says their arrival at the 
crumbling mansion, where he 
was imprisoned, helped save 
his sanity. “I can’t tell you 
what a difference it made, 
just having someone there to 
look up and smile at 
occasionally,” he says. 
“People don’t understand 
how horrendous solitary 
confinement is: it’s torture. 

“The purpose of torture is 
to cause pain, isn’t it? And 
solitary confinement is the 
worst thing you can do to 
anybody.” 

A critical moment came 
part-way through his 
imprisonment, when Robin 
was briefly left unguarded. 
There was, he explains, a 
fleeting opportunity to 
escape, to throw caution - 
and fears of being gunned- 
down in the attempt - to the 
wind. 


“Which decision took more 
courage?” he ponders. “To 
go and risk getting shot - and 
lose my beautiful children 
their father? Or to stay and 
face who knew what? I 
thought of my children, I 
weighed it up and I went back 
to my room. 

“No hero to me is he who 
gains honours by easy 
shedding of blood. The true 
hero is he who continues to 
function effectively whilst 
terrified out of his wits.” 

Over time, the hostages 
were afforded some 
comforts, including a radio, a 
bridge set and a supply of 
books (in total, Robin read 
150 books during his 
internment). Robin received 
five precious letters from Pat, 
though none of his replies 
were ever sent. 

Eventually, seven months 
into his ordeal, the Libyans 
conceded Robin and his 
fellow captives had 
committed no punishable 
offence and were, indeed, 
being held hostage. 
Negotiations for their release 
began in earnest-and 
special envoy Terry Waite, 
later taken hostage himself in 
Beirut, entered the fray. Pat 
was even able to visit Robin. 

“The first we knew of our 
release was a snatch of news 


we picked up on the radio,” 
he says. “The newsreader 
said: ‘The hostages who’ve 
been held in Libya for almost 
nine months can expect to 
hear good news tomorrow’.” 

The captives were 
subsequently freed - and 
Robin arrived back on British 
soil on February 7,1985. 
Walking off the plane at 
Gatwick, to be greeted by 
both his family and the 
world’s press, was, Robin 
reflects, an amazing moment. 

Robin admits that the 
events of 1984-5 put an 
incredible strain on his 
marriage to Pat. They later 
divorced and, tragically, she 
died in her 40s of multiple 
sclerosis. 

But, ever determined, 

Robin went on to work 
overseas once more and run 
his own business. He has 
also remarried; he and Rachel 
have an 11-year-old daughter, 
Rhiannon. 

“Writing this story wasn’t 
easy, but it was something I 
felt I wanted to do,” says 
Robin. “The experience has 
left its mark on me, yes, but 
I’m still here, I’m essentially 
unharmed and my children 
still have a father. 

“Looking back on it all 
makes those facts seem all 
the more remarkable.”

AUTUMN is a time of stunning scenery, 
bonfires and cosy knitwear - but for 
drivers, the nights drawing in should 
serve as a reminder to perform some 
basic check ups. 

■ Falling leaves can have more of an 
impact on your car than you might think, 
as they can collect in ‘plenum chambers’, 
which is the tray-like area under the 
bonnet, just below the windscreen. This is 
where your car’s heating system draws in 
air, but leaves can block this and cause 
them to fill with water and leak, and 
trapped water can cause the windows to 
mist up and impair visibility. It’s definitely 
worth checking this area the next time you 
have your bonnet up for oil or water. 

■ Autumn can also take its toll on car 
batteries as the first frost settles, but some 
basic maintenance can help to prolong 
battery life. The top of your battery must 
be clean and dry, and the whole thing 
must be mounted securely on its tray. 

You can use a baking soda combined 
with water in order to avoid having 
corroded and loose battery clamps. If your 
battery is over three years old it’s worth 
having it checked now to prevent a 
frustrating start to a cold morning. 

■ Wipe your headlights clean before every 
journey to clear dirt and increase visibility, 
but you must also ensure they are aimed 
correctly. Check your fog lights are 
working properly before those misty 
mornings set in. 

Driving over potholes can knock 
headlights out of position, so have these 
checked at a garage. While you’re there,

have your tires checked simultaneously, as 
even a top Formula One driver would 
struggle to drive in icy conditions with 
worn tyres. 

The more tread on your tyres the better 
as it provides extra grip, but the legal tread 
depth minimum is 1.6mm. You also have 
to ensure that the tires of your vehicle 
contain the proper amount of air pressure. 
Since they serve as your protective gear 
when the weather turns harsh, a regular 
check up for your car tires is an excellent 
idea, and properly inflated tires can cut 
down the number of times you fill up your 
petrol tank over a month. If you can afford 
it, autumn is in fact a great time to give 
your car a full service. 

■ The best way to prevent windscreen 
washer fluid freezing is to use specialist 
windscreen washer fluid, readily available 
from most garage forecourts. This will 
ensure you are able to clean your 
windscreen when it gets dirty and 
maintain good visibility. Never use boiling 
water on windows as this may crack the 
glass. 

■ Windscreen wipers are essential in 
clearing your view, particularly in winter 
when grit and salt is thrown from the road 
onto your windscreen. Check for cracks or 
splitting and replace if required. You 
probably haven’t used your rear window 
heater all summer long, so switch it on 
and make sure that it is still working 
correctly. It pays to bear your own driving 
behaviour in mind as the seasons change, 
and to adapt your driving to the 
conditions. Always drive within your own 
- and your car’s - limits. 

■ Treat your car to a nice wash and wax. 
This isn’t just so that it will look pristine - 
it will protect the paintwork from the cold 
weather conditions and salt that they use 
to keep the roads ice free, and will also 
make snow and ice slip off the car easily 

Finally, stock up on antifreeze and make 
sure your boot has a torch and blanket 
safely stored away, just in case.

It allows parents, carers and 
guardians to make enquiries 
about people who are in 
contact with children. 

The scheme comes under 
the banner ‘Keeping Children 
Safe’, with eight applications 
made so far. 

Four have led to full dis¬ 
closure, with one resulting in a 
55-year-old registered sex 
offender given a six-month 
prison sentence. 

In two cases, Suffolk police 
have worked closely with other 
forces where the mother and 
child concerned lived in a 
neighbouring county.

McCallum, from the force’s 
public protection directorate, 
said: “The scheme represents a 
valuable addition to existing 
child safeguarding measures 
and will enhance the efforts of 
all agencies and the public to 
keep children safe.” 

If individuals are found to 
have child sex offence con¬ 
victions and pose a serious 
threat to a child, then infor¬ 
mation may be disclosed to the 
child’s parent, carer or 
guardian. 

Disclosure cannot be 
guaranteed in all cases, but the 
safeguarding of children will be 
the key-determining factor. 

The timescale for the com¬ 
plete process is no more than 
45 days. 

Four police forces initially 
piloted the scheme in Sep¬ 
tember 2008, with a further 20, 
including Suffolk, adopting the 
scheme in August.

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Prisoner found guilty I 

of slashing cell-mate I 


A PRISONER at Highpoint jail has 
been convicted of attacking a 
fellow inmate. 

Monir Khalfi, 23, was convicted by a 
jury of wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm. But he was cleared 
of attempted murder. 

He denied both charges. 

The court heard that Khalfi slashed 
another prisoner, Barry White, across the 
face and neck on December 14. 

White lost so much blood through the 
six-inch gash that his blood pressure was 
unrecordable. 

The attack followed an incident in 
which Mr White was sweeping out his 
cell and a piece of rubbish fell from a 
balcony onto Khalfi who was standing 
below, die prosecution alleged. 

Khalfi, who had been Mr White’s 
neighbour in prison for the previous six 
weeks, was involved in a “verbal ex¬ 
change” with Mr White before apparently 
apologising to him, the court heard. 

The two men then shook hands but as 
he turned away Mr White felt something 
touch his face and realised that he had 
been cut, said Charles Myatt, 
prosecuting. 

Khalfi had denied that he was involved 
in either an altercation with Mr White or 
the attack on him. He said another, 
unnamed, prisoner was responsible. 

Khalfi will be sentenced at a later date 
after Judge John Devaux asked the prob¬ 
ation service to prepare a pre-sentence 
report. 


Drug-driver singer moves in 


POP star George Michael 
has been transferred to 
Highpoint Prison. 

The former Wham! 
singer was moved out of 
Pentonville Prison last 
Friday after abandoning 
plans to apply for bail. 

The 47-year-old, whose 
real name is Georgios 
Panayiotou, was jailed last 
week for eight weeks after 
crashing his Range Rover 
while high on cannabis. 

Michael was found 
slumped at the 
wheel of his car 
after it smashed 
into a branch of Snappy 
Snaps in north London in 
July. 

The singer, who had a 
previous conviction for the 
same offence, was told by 
District Judge John Perkins 
there was no option but jail. 

He had admitted driving 
while unfit through drugs 
and possessing two 
cannabis cigarettes when 
he appeared at London’s 
Highbury Corner 
Magistrates’ Court last 
month.

IT has been almost four years 
since Will Ferrell starred in 
Stranger Than Fiction, and 
thankfully, the Saturday Night 
Live stalwart rediscovers 
some of his lustre in The 
Other Guys. 

Directed and co-written by 
Adam McKay, who previously 
made Talladega Nights: The 
Ballad Of Ricky Bobby and 
Anchorman - The Legend Of 
Ron Burgundy, this 
intentionally ludicrous buddy 
cop movie pairs Ferrell with a 
hilariously self-mocking Mark 
Wahlberg. 

Explosive action sequences 
collide with polished one- 
liners and some amusing 
supporting performances, 
like Michael Keaton as the 
beleaguered police chief, 
who works a second job to 
pay for his son’s university 
education “so he can explore 
his bisexuality and become a 
DJ”. 

Detectives PK Highsmith 
(Samuel L Jackson) and 
Christopher Danson (Dwayne 
Johnson) are the golden 
boys of the NYPD, 


monopolising newspaper 
headlines with their gung-ho 
antics. 

When the two officers are 
sidelined, hot-headed Terry 
Hoitz (Mark Wahlberg) and 
his mild-mannered partner 
Allen Gamble (Will Ferrell) vie 
with rival detectives Fosse 
(Damon Wayans Jr) and 
Martin (Rob Riggle) to lead 
the team. 

“I’m a peacock. You’ve got to 
let me fly!” Terry implores 
Captain Gene Mauch 
(Michael Keaton), desperate 
to be included on a case 
involving multi-millionaire 
David Ershon (Steve 
Coogan). 


When his pleas fall on deaf 
ears, Terry drags Allen into 
the field with only a wooden 
replica gun for protection. 

The Other Guys gets 
considerable mileage from 
several running jokes, 
including Terry’s choice of 
car and his ability to pull 
insanely sexy women like his 
wife, Dr Sheila Gamble (Eva 
Mendes). 

The plot careers along at 
breakneck speed, unchaining 
itself from plausibility early on 
with the sudden and 
unexpected exits of Jackson 
and Johnson. Gags hit more 
targets than they miss, which 
is a blessed relief.

Forcing the issue just 
in time for Christmas 


WITH summer barely over, 
it hardly seems the right 
time to start thinking about 
Christmas - but if you want 
a splash of colour indoors 
during the festive season, 
now is the time to prepare 
forced bulbs in pots. 

You can have a mass of colour 
and fragrance indoors in winter 
with deliciously scented hyacinths, 
hippeastrums, irises, grape 
hyacinths, snowdrops and 
miniature daffodils, which can all 
be forced to brighten up your 
home in winter. 

Go to your garden centre now 
and look out for bulbs marked 
‘prepared’, which are specially 
adapted to bloom earlier than 
usual. 

Prepared bulbs have been given 
an artificial cold period for a 
number of weeks in conditions that 
imitate winter to speed up the 
natural flowering cycle. 

For me, the hyacinth is probably 
the best bulb for forcing. Its 
fragrance will fill a room and the 
choice of colours available is vast, 
from white, to pink, red, deep 
purple and almost every hue in 
between.

Bulbs should be planted in 
bowls filled with moist bulb fibre, 
close together so they are not quite 
touching one another, and with 
their growing tips just sticking out 
above the top of the compost. 
Don’t firm the bulb fibre down or 
it may hinder the root system 
establishing quickly. Make sure 
you don’t overwater them, 
especially if the container doesn’t 
have drainage holes, or the bulbs 
will rot. 

They should be placed in a cool, 
dark place such as the shed or a 
closed cupboard in a cold room, to 
encourage the flowering stems to 
develop before the leaves. 

It also enables the root system 
to become well established. If the 
bulb fibre becomes dry at any 
time, water carefully between the 
bulbs. 


The bowls should be left in the 
dark for around eight weeks, or 
until the new shoots are around 1- 
2in (4-5cm) high. 

The flower buds which you can 
see between the tips of the leaves 
should just be starting to show 
signs of colour. 

Once they have reached this 
shade they can be brought out into 
the light, but avoid putting them in 
direct sunlight. 

They are best off in a cool room 
on a windowsill, but preferably not 
near a radiator. If you remove the 
bulbs too early the leaves will 
grow too quickly and will obscure 
the flowers. 

While most hyacinths will stand 
up on their own, I tend to put pea 
sticks in the pots to support the 
heavy flowers, which otherwise 
may droop prematurely. 

After flowering, the dead 
flowers should be cut off and then 
the bulbs can be planted outdoors 
and should flower after several 
years. 

You can also force hyacinth 
bulbs in water, in special glasses 
designed to hold just one bulb, 
with its base at water level. 

The bulb should be kept in a 
cool room and the water level kept 
topped up just below the bottom of 


the bulb. 

You will see that it soon 
produces roots which grow down 
into the water. 

When the flower buds start 
showing colour, move the bulb in 
its glass bowl into a warm, brightly 
lit room. 

After flowering, you just throw 
the bulb away as it won’t give you 
a good display in subsequent 
years. 

Some daffodils, including 
Narcissus ‘Paper White’, can be 
grown indoors in bulb fibre in the 
same way as hyacinths, although 
they do need more light and once 
you bring them out of the dark 
they can immediately be placed on 
a sunny windowsill. 

If you don’t give them enough 
light, they may become too tall 
and will need staking. 

Stick with the same varieties of 
hyacinths as some grow quicker 
than others. 

Single varieties of bulbs such as 
snowdrops and dwarf narcissi also 
make more of a statement when 
planted en masse in pots. 

When Christmas comes and 
colour and fragrance fills your 
home, you won’t be sorry you 
made a little bit of effort with 
some prepared bulbs with autumn.

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Sedum spectabile (Ice plant) 

If you want to attract butterflies 
to your garden in late summer and 
autumn, look no further than the 
ice plant, a perennial which has 
pretty domed heads of pink 
flowers above thick, succulent 
leaves. Touch the leaves on a warm 
day and you’ll find them cold, 
hence the common name of ice 


plant. They are easy to grow, like 
lots of sun and well-drained soil 
and will provide colour where 
everything else has faded. Good 
varieties include ‘Autumn Joy’, 
whose pink flowers last a long 
time. 

Other good varieties include S. 
telephium ‘Atropurpureum’ or the 
purple-bronze S. ‘Lynda et 
Rodney’, a tall growing variety.

AS George Michael is jailed for driving under 
the influence of a cocktail of illegal and 
prescription drugs, many more drivers could 
be putting themselves and others at risk by 
failing to recognise the importance of adhering 
to prescription drug warnings.

Performance tests 
for Audi A1 e-tron 


THE first six months of 
Mini's electric vehicle (EV) 
trial is now up, and the 
figures don't come up with 
anything too startling - 
and, as expected, show 
that not all trips could be 
made in the pioneering 
Mini E. 

Long journeys, or trips where 
more load space was needed, 
were all out for the limited-range 
Mini E, which is a two-seater. 

Meanwhile, Audi intends to 
put 20 of its A1 EV models, the e- 
tron, on trial in Munich, 
Germany, by the middle of next 
year to evaluate its performance. 

Munich’s electricity supply is 
about to spark 20 road-ready 
Audi A1 e-trons into life on the 


German city’s streets as part of 
an exciting pilot project 
undertaken by Audi AG in 
partnership with E.ON, the 
Munich municipal utility 
company Stadtwerke Miinchen 
(SWM) and the Technical 
University of Munich (TUM). 

Delivering an output 
equivalent to lOObhp, the 
lithium-ion battery mounted 
within the floor assembly in 
front of the rear axle of the A1 e- 
tron powers it to a top speed of 
81mph and gives it a range of 
more than 31 miles in city traffic. 

From start-up it is classified as 
a zero emissions vehicle over this 
distance. 

A compact internal com¬ 
bustion engine recharges the 
battery when its energy is 
depleted. 


A small, single-rotor Wankel 
engine in this near-series 
production vehicle increases the 
range in exceptional circum¬ 
stances. This “range extender” 
powers a generator that 
produces 15kW of charging 
power. 

If the range extender is used to 
recharge the battery, the A1 e- 
tron can cover an additional 124 
miles. 

According to a draft standard 
for the calculation of fuel 
consumption for range extender

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
